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1. General Duong Thua Vu, who recently arrived in Intersector Vil, has replaced 
General Nguyen Binh as Commander~in-Chief of Democratic Republic of Vietnam (DRV) 
forces in Gechinchina. This appointment is designed to step up military 
activity in the south. 


2. The new DRY chief in the Saigon-Cholon area is Lt. Col. To Xy, who will head 
a group of 3,000 men charged with nightly sabotage activities in Saigon-Cholon.
